ABOUT THE FARM. 


A Variety of Subjects in Which 


the Farmer is Interested. 


There is a certaiu depth at which 


every kind of seed should be planted.

With almost 100,000,(MK) acres de-1 


voted to corn culture in the I'nited 
> 


States not one-fourth of the stalks i 
were last year converted into cattle 
food. The waste is large enough to J 
support all the horses aud cows in the ] 
country, and yet iu many districts' 
contiguous to the corn belts thousands i 
of cattle starve to death every winter. 


Kvery pound of grain or other food 


purchased and brought on the farm 
compensates for the loss of the ele- 
ments removed from the soil. A ton 
of bran represents 50 pounds of nitro- 
gen, 5o pounds of phosphoric acid and 
•'52 pounds of potash, worth about $11. 
A large proportion of these substances 
are left in the manure after the bran 
has been used for feeding. 


Too much science iu feeding cannot 


be given, but some of the advice re- 
lating to feeding according to the live 
weight of tbe animals is almost im- 
possible on some farms. The German 
tables call for one and one-third per 
cent, of the live weight of the animal, 
or about 13 pounds of food per 1000 
pounds of live weight. As animals 
vary iu. weight, while foods also differ 
in quality, the labor required to appor- 
tion the foods for the individual ani- 
mals would be too costly, and cou- 
siderable time would also be lost. 


Fruits aud vegetables are perishable, 


aud this fact should never be over- 
looked by shippers. Pack to prevent 
bruising, and get the articles to market 
in the shortest time possible, as a few 
hours' delay may make considerable 
difference in their appearance in 
market. 


Small fruits can be produced with 


but little labor every year after the 
vines are'well established. Raspberry 
and blackberry canes will require the 
most work in late fall, and in cutting 
out the old wood in winter, and will 
bear crops for years. A strawberry 
bed, with care, should give crops for 
at least two years. Half an acre of 
land in small fruits should supply au 
average family. 


The Shropshire sheep has a round, 


solid body, a good fleece of six or eight 
pounds, and is an excellent sheep for 
a small flock upon the farm and for 
domestic use. Its size and the nature 
of its mutton and wool, suit the de- 
mand, and it is most often seen at the 
fairs and on the improved farms. 


Many devices have been suggested 


for preventing cows from kicking 
when being milked, but the fact is 
that a kicking cow usually has other 
vices, aud the surest Avay to cure her 
is to send her to the shambles. A cow 
that is not gentle, reliable and free 
from vices should be made to give way 
to one that is of better disposition. 


Any kind of succulent food will as- 


sist digestion and render all other 
foods beneficial. Carrots do not con- 
tain much solid matter, being mostly 
water, but they are highly relished by 
all classes of stock, and the animals 
will prefer them to grain, instinct 
prompting them to accept such foods 
because of their dietary effect on tbe 
system. 


The ox-eye daisy has become a great 


pest in some sections of the country. 
Those who are troubled with this weed 
should bear in mind that it is propa- 
gated by seed and not_by the root, and 
to rid farms of it they have only to 
mow before the seed -is ripe. It may 
require two seasons to rid a iield en- 
tirely of the innocent-looking flower. 


The brush and curry-comb are far 


]ess used on cows than they are on 
horses, yet they are quite as necessary 
to the animal's comfort. Who has 
not seen cattle rubbing their sides 
against a fence or tree, or their backs 
under some overhanging limbs? It 
not only adds to their comfort to rub 
them down, but it draws the blood 
nearer the surface, so that the animal 
is better protected in winter. With 
the same feeding a well-groomed cow- 
will keep in good condition, when she 
would be scrawny and. raw-boned if 
not regularly curried or brushed. 


.Recent German trials indicate that 


the separator removes from roilk and 
cream not only the dirt and slime 
which pass through the strainer, but 
also the greater portion of bacteria. 
As cows are usually cared for aud 
handled there is always some dirt and 
dandruff from the cow's udder which 
gets into the milk. This cannot al- 
ways be caught in a strainer, but if 
any passes through it is included with 
the slime which remains in the sepa- 
rator bowl. The German trials indi- 
cate that most of the bacteria remain 
with it. 


An ice house should be so construct- , 


ed as to have a double wall (or air 
space) surrounding that portion above 
ground, aud the cost of such will be 
but little compared with the protection 
afforded. There should also- be double 
j" 
doors. It is not difficult to" keep ice 
in a building above ground if the : 


double walls are used aud the ice se- 
curely packed.

Lind concert tour. It was Genin, the 
Xew York hatter. His name and busi- 
ness were advertised by Barnum wher- 
ever the Jenny Lind concerts were ad- 
vertised, an'l it didn't cost Genin one 
penny for all of the advertising tbat 
Barnmn did for him.
